DENTAL CLINIC ADOPTS 
NEW FLUORIDE TREATMENT 


A new Sodium Fluoride treat- 
ment, for the prevention of caries 
in the teeth of Wilmington school 
children, has been adopted by the 
Wilmington Dental Clinic, effect- 
ive this week, 

The Dental Clinic, which is a 
semi-charitable organization sup- 
ported by the Wilmington Commun- 
ity Fund is the first such organi- 
zation in this area to adopt the use 
of the new Sodium Fluoride treat- 
ment, which has been endorsed by 
the Massachusetts State Depart- 
ment of Health. The clinic adopted 
the new treatment only after a 
serious study on its own part, 

The new fluoride treatment does 
in one application the work that was 
formerly done in four, and thus 
saves the time of the children and 
parents, It is much more effective, 

The cost of the treatment Is $3 
which is an increase of the individ~ 
ual costs of last year, (75¢), but 
because there is only one appli- 
cation, instead of four, the over- 
all cost remains the same, The 
parents save, in addition to time, 
the cost of the three other trans- 


portation trips, which generally 
in Wilmington meant the use ofa 
taxi, 


Most of the Directors of the Wil- 
mington Dental Clinic are in the 
Medical and Dental professions in

DR E STANLEY JONGSSPEAKS 
HERE SUNDAY 


Dr E Stanley Jones, world fam~ 
ous missionary, evangelist and 
writer is to address a Lynn Dis- 
trict Convocation of the Methodist 
Churches in the Wilmington Me- 
thodist Church next Sunday, at 
7:30 p.m. 

Dr Jones, a native of Baltimore 
and a graduate of Asbury College 
Wilmore, Ky., was asked by the 


Methodist Board of Missions to get 
to India in 1907, when he was 23 
years old, 

Over half a century later he was 
honored as a ‘missionary extra- 
ordinary’, One bishop called him 
‘the greatest Christian missionary 
since St, Paul’, In his service in 
India he inaugurated the Round 
Table conference, where Christ- 
ans and non-Christian sat down 
together as equals to study the 
‘core of religious experiences, His 
public meetings were thronged, 

He spent two months in Tagere’s 
Ashrom, the House of Peace, as 
a teacher, There he was allowed 
to speak about Christ to the men 
and women of all faiths, gathered 
to examine each other’s beliefs, 
His influence spread throughout 
India, Burma, and the Far East, 

The Methodist Board of Missions 
offered him the wide-ranging role 
of ‘Evangelist at large to India’ 
‘and wherever else he might feel 
ledto go, Since 1919 the Christ- 
ian missions that developed from 
his early work in Lucknow and 
Sitapur have taken Dr Jones to 
six continents and to almost every 
country on the globe, His present 
program calls for a trip to India 
every year and around the world 
every other year, 


BESSIE FREE IN $10,000 BAIL

Dear Mr, Neilson; 


This letter is in reference to 
your article in the August 15 
issue of the Town Crier concern- 
ing the School Committee’s inabil- 
ity to know just what to do about 
the recent U.S, Supreme Court 
decision banning Bible reading and 
the Lord’s Prayer in public schools 
There certainly is something that 
can be done about it! 

The Supreme Court decision is 
illegal, as any honest, competent 
lawyer will tell you, because it 
violates the U.S. Constitution in 
at least two places; Specifically 
the First Amendment, and Article 
Ill, Section 2, which certain- 
ly seems to say that the high 
Court was never even given juris- 
diction in the first place to de- 
elde such cases as arise as arise 
betweem a State and citizens ofthe 
same State, Further, a decision 
of any court is never the ‘law of 
the land,’ for only Congress can 
make laws, 

We certainly don’t think so, but 
lets assume for the moment the 
decision is valid, Was it then 
properly applied in Massach- 
usetts? Definitely Not! In the 
first place the Court passed on 
practices in ONLY Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, and not on those in 
Massachusetts, unless and until 
someone from this state appeals 
a case to the Supreme Court, In 
the second place, the State Leg- 
islature is the only place exist~ 
ing state law can be changed, not 
in the office of the Commissioner 
of Education, or the Governor, 
or the Attorney General, or any 
local school board, or superin- 
tendent, or principal, or teacher, 
On the contrary, we all have a 
moral and legal obligation to obey 
the existing Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Law Chapter 71, Section 31 
page 861, requiring that a port- 
fon of the Bible be read at the 

sHPeeinning of each school day. 

Our country, our freedoms, our 
religious heritage are under con- 
stant attack by men committed to 
an atheistic, materialistic, Marx- 
ist philosophy, We must use our 
freedom, to defend our freedom, 
before it 1s too late, The only 
thing necessary for evil to 
triumph 1s that good men do no- 
thing. We suggest that every citi- 
zen of Wilmington insist that the 
law be obeyed in Wilmington 
schools, and we further suggest 
that they write to their represent- 
atives in the legislature, to the 
School Committee, to the Com- 
missioner of Education, to the At- 
torney General, and to their fellow 
citizens protesting this Illegal, 
immoral, unwise action onthe part 
of a U, S, Supreme Court which

Dear Larz: 

I will begin with the reason an 
American Consulate General has 
been placed on the Eastern edge 
of the Arabian desert, 

In 1938 the late King Ibn Saud 
granted an oil concession, the size 
of Texas and California combined, 
to an American oil firm, After 
years of exploration and drilling, 
oil was discovered in the eastern 
province, A base camp was formed 
at Dhahran, and as more oil fields 
sprung up camps were built at 
Abquiag and Ras Tanura, 

At this time there wasn’t very 
much automation in the oil busi- 
ness, and there were very few 
trained Saudi workers, so thou- 
sands of Americans were brought 
here from all over the United 
States, 

To make the Americans feel at 
home thousands of modern pre- 
fabricated homes were set up in 
each community and soon were 
followed by power plants, shopping 
centers, theaters, restaurants, 
gymnasiums, swimming pools, 
Beauty and barber shops, main- 
tenance shops of all types, radio 
and television stations, taxis, plen- 
ty of water wells were dug, sothat 
once you get inside a campyoucan 
find no signs of the desert which 
surrounds it, 

There are stables, golf courses, 
ball fields, piers for boating and 
water skiing, a modern well staffed 
hospital, and many other necessi- 
ties common to the average Amer- 
ican, but most of which wasunseen 
and unheard of by the native popu- 
lation before 1938, 

All of these people, travelling as 
Americans will, required many 
people from the American Embas- 
sy in Jidda, ‘Saudi Arabia, about 
800 miles away, to make many trips 
to handle passport visas, and give 
political and economic help and 
the many other services performed 
by the Foreign Service, 

To ease this problem an Ameri- 
can Consulate was built here at 
Dhahran, Marines guard the secur- 
ity of Embassies and Consulates 
around the world, so after I com- 
pleted Marine Security Guard 
school, in Washington, D.C, six 
months ago, I was assigneti to 
Dhahran as my first post on this 
duty. 

Let me say that Saudi Arabia is 
a very unique country with very 
unique people. Living in a desert 
with 2 or 3 days of rain a year,

The First, Ninth and Tenth ' a-

Mr Dunham asked the School 
Committee to re-institute the 
reading of the Bible in the Public 
Schools, 

In the discussion which followed 
School Committeeman George Ro- 
bertle said that it would be too an
